Arrest of o Frenchman on Susplcion of
Being the Murderer of the Two Old
Endles.

Bogrox, Janunry 26 —Intelligence from Au-
burn, Me., snys that & Frenchman wis arrested
al New Gloucester, Me,, on Thursdav eveniog,
by Officer Pease, of Mechanics' Hall, who is
believed to be the murderer ol the
women it Auburn last week., The evidenoe is
of ucircumstantial neture, but polnts strongly
to the accused a8 the guilty man.

The principal circumstances are {hese:—On
the du{ alter the murder a man called at o
house in West Minot street, about six miles
from the scene of the murder, and #sked for
supper. The woman of the house noticed that
b s shirt bosom and wrlstbands were bloody,
and that there were spots of blood on portions
ol his pantuloons and clothing. This man, at
the time of his arrest, had the bosom of s
shirt torn out, and his wristbands were gone,
apd the lining of his cont had also been re-
moved, He bhad on g solt felt hat, which bore
the marks of bhaving been scraped with a knife,
a8 il to remove stuing, Spots which the physi-
cin declared to e blood were found
on his clothipg, He gives a clenr ae-
count of his whereabonts except  during
the time berween Wednesday  pight  aod
Thursday morning, when the muarder wos
commitied, and admits having called at
Libby's ghouse, in West Auburn, about half a
mile from the residence of the murdered wowen,
abont 8 o'clock on Thursany mormng, Mr,
Libby saw the perion who thus called moving
off in the direction of the sceng ol the murder,
Auvother circumstance 1s the tact that tracks

| about the house after the muarder showed that

some person had been there who wore n boot
without a heel, The prisoner has such a booi,
and it fits the tracks mentioned. The supposed
murderer 18 a small man, about four (eet ten
inches in bheight, sud about forty years old, He
snys be came from Mountreal, and that he bas
been workiug st woodchopping for various par-
ties in Maine Lhis winter, but does not give their
pumes, He 13 represented asfa man of very
vicious appeurance,

Longitude by the Atlantic Cable,

A writer in the Bogton Traveller furnishes the
followlog information:—
The diterence of loneitude between England

| and Amertea has hitherto rested upon the chro-

nomwetrie expeditions Instituted by the Coast
Survey duriug the years 1840-51 and 1856, Filty
chronometers were transported beétween Laver-
puol, England, sad Cambridge, Mass., tiree
times in esch direction across the Atlanue, Toe
nrobable error of the rasult by these expeditions
was nineteen-hundredths of a second, The valus
thus obtained, though for all practical purposes
sufficiently preciae, is not so for the necessities
ot astronomical science in its prisent retined
state, When, theretore, the suecess of the cable
provided telegraphic transatlantic copnection
with England, parties of the Cosst Survey were
formed under the direction of Dr, I A, Gould,
1o tuke advantage of this means of obtaining a
value mora precise than thut furnished by the
curonometric expeditions, allasions to which

' have been made,

The peculigrities in the methods and appa-
ratus employed fn workingthe cable, render the

ditlerent in many respects trom that by the land
telegraph lines, New obstacles, which made
success exceedingly doubttul, were 1o be sur
moputed, and new sources of error elimimated.
But, thauks to the genius, experionce, and per-
coverunee of Dr. Gould, ihese have been over:
come, und results of remarkable precision
elicited, The probable error of the resulting
longitade 15 about four hundredihs of 4 second,
Perbaps it will give the render & clearer ldea of
the nieety Implicd 1 this, by stating that » dis-
tance of about minetesn hundred miled nas been
measured, aud that the measute is not probably
wore than forty feet from the trath,

The time fequired for s signsl to puss through
the cubie has been discovercd with sull ereater
preclsion to be thirtyone hundrodilis of »

hundredth of a seconil,

This is equivalent to & velooily of six thon-
sand and twenty miles & second, and s notybly
legs than the voloeity ot the elestrie fuld apon
fand Mnee, which numerous ob=eryations have
shown to average sixleen thousund miles jn »
second. .

It ahould be a matter of national pride that
Americans have obtained the precedence in s
work ot such (mportance. This
wiil lll.'l’hllll& b more popularly appreciated
from the fact that this longitude determingtion
wad fully determined upon, and parilally pre.

We arrived at Alexandrin on the 20ih, and
found Surratt in a local prison, having been
captured by our Consul-General, My, Hale, We
got in o the eveping, aud the next morning
had the gentlomwan abodrd and in single ron .
He 8 o very fine-looking man, and does not
seem the scoundrel he s, We keep very strict
guurd over hin, but he makes no disturbauce
whatever, and takes things very coolly. He
was In the Papul Gunrds st Home, and ghill
wenrs that uniform, s Zouanve dress of grey.

A Wil is framed for introduction fnto the
fHouse, and may be prescuted to-morrow, pro-
viding thal in cuse of the impenchment and
removal of the President, GGenersl Grant shali
be appointed Aoting President. It w under-
stood thot General Butler, who is now here,
favors the measure. Congress has the power,
under the Constitution, to doelare, in case of the
removal, death, resignation, or inability both of
the President and Vice-President, what officer
shall act a8 President until the disability be
removed, or 4 President be elected,

The queition may be rased whother the
framors of the Constitution did not Intend to
refer exclusively to clvil officers, under which
interpretation General Grant may be debarred
from assuming the Presidential chair, even tem-
porarily, but thls question will probably not

bave much weight with either the pretent or
the Incoming Congress,

The Question of Impeachment
scems to be the most absorbing topie now dis-
cussed in the Federal Capital, Other matters
pending be'ore Congress, such as reconstruction
of the \ate insurgent States, the terms of their
admission to representation in Congresas,
the Tarlff and Bankrupt bills, and the pro-
posed revizion of the Ilnws governing com-

standing of the necessities of the country and of
the remedies to be applied to exlsting evils,
Now is the time for public meetings to be held
throughout the country, nod the volee of the
people heard upon these momentous toples, and
first of all the volee of the city of New York.
